President Fo rd, wh o planned 
a ro u nd o f go lf to day as th e 
first family co ntinu ed its v aca­ 


tio n at Vail, Co lo ., remained 
abo v e th e co ntro v ersy . A Wh ite 
Ho u se spo kesman h as qu o ted 
Fo rd as say ing in reactio n to 
Mrs. Fo rd’s statements th at h e 
h as nev er tried to keep h is wife 
fro m speaking h er mind. 
Mrs. Fo rd also said Su nday 
o n th e CBS pro gram “60 Min­ 
u tes’’ th at sh e th o u gh t pre­ 
marital sex migh t, in so me 
cases, lo wer th e div o rce rate.

Scattered co mment fro m reli­ 
gio u s leaders was mo stly ad­ 
v erse. 
Dr. W. A. Criswell, pasto r o f 
th e 20,000-member First Baptist 
Ch u rch o f Dallas, th e wo rld’s 
largest Baptist co ngregatio n, 
said, “1 was agh ast.... 1 can­ 


no t th ink th at th e First Lady o f 
th is land wo u ld descend to su ch 
a gu tter ty pe o f mentality .... 
Fo r h er to o ffer h er o wn dau gh ­ 
ter in th is kind o f illicit sex u al 
relatio nsh ip with a man is u n­ 
th inkable.... Her o wn dau gh ­ 
ter!" 
A spo kesman fo r th e Mo st 
Rev . Edwin Bro derick, bish o p 
o f th e Albany , N.Y., dio cese, 
said th e Ro man Cath o lic pre­ 
late was “really sh o cked." 
Mary Wh iteh o u se, a British 


campaigner against po rno gra­ 
ph y , said sh e was appalled at 
Mrs. Fo rd’s v iews. 
Su san, h erself, appro v es o f 
th em wh o leh eartedly . Bu t sh e 
said Mo nday sh e h as no affairs 
to tell h er mo th er abo u t y et. 
Ex cept fo r Liberty ’s, th e 
Fo rds’ go lden retriev er, wh o 
sh e say s may be pregnant. 
“May be sh e’ll h av e babies and 
th ey can h av e so me o th er 
babies to wo rry abo u t besides 
me," Su san said.

A sh o o ting incident Mo nday ev ening led to 
th e death o f a 64-y ear-o ld Ambo y man. 
Killed was Haro ld Smith , 328 S. Jefferso n 
Av e. Acco rding to Lee Co u nty Sh eriff’s depu - 
Ues, Smith h ad been target-sh o o ting with a 
friaid in an o rch ard at 321 S. Jefferso n 
acro ss th e street fro m h is residence. 
Smith was sh <^ o ne time, in th e h ead, with 
a .22-caliber rifle, acco rding to Lee Cbu nty 
Co ro ner Ro bert Presto n. Officials believ e 
th at Smith as accidentally sh o t by a fri« id 
wh o se name h as been with h eld pcmding fu r­ 
th er inv estigatio n. No po wder bu ms were 
fo u nd o n th e v ictim’s bo dy . A spent casing, 
believ ed to h av e co me fro m th e fatal sh o t, 
was fo u nd appro x imately 40 feet away . Th e 
sh o o ting o ccu rred at Appro x imately 7 :30 p.m. 
Mcmday . Th e bo dy was fo u nd by Allen Par­ 
ker, a neph ew o f Smith . 
Presto n pro no u nced SmiUi dead o n th e 
scene. Th e bo dy was taken to Mih m-J(mes 
Fu neral Ho me, 
Alth o u gh fo u l play h as been tentativ ely 
ru led o u t by Sh eriff Ray Neh ring, a th o ro u gh 
inv estigatio n is being co ndu cted by Lee Co u n­ 


ty au th (H’ities. Fu rth er details o f th e sh o o ting 
are ex pect« ! to su rface du ring a co ro ner’s in­ 
qu est. Th e inqu est was ex pected to be sch ed­ 
u led with in th e nex t two weeks. 
Smith was bo ro Ju ne 24, 19 11, in Ambo y , 
th e so n o f Edgar and Hattie (Hill) Smith . A 
resident o f Ambo y all h is life, h e was a paint­ 
er at Dix o n State Sch o o l and a Wo rld War II 
v eteran. Smith married Annis Rasmu ssen in 
Ambo y , Ju ne 30, 1951. 
He is su rv iv ed by h is wido w; two so ns, Jo ­ 
seph , Ambo y , and Rt^er, Milwau kee, Wis.; a 
fo ster so n, Ray mo nd Garza, at h o me; a 
grandso n; a bro th er. Jay Smith , Co rbin, Ky .; 
and fo u r sisters, Mrs. Willis (Ru by ) Pro cter 
and Mrs. William (Bettie) Utte, bo th o f 
Cro wn Po int, Ind., and Mrs. Ru th Adams and 
Mrs. Mabel Spencer, Ambo y .

After th ree u nanimo u s ro ll call v o tes to day , th e 
Lee Co u nty Bo ard members go t into an ex tended 
and h eated discu ssio n wh eth er to refer to th e Fi­ 
nance Co mmittee a requ est fo r reappraisal o f th e 
co u nty at an estimated co st o f $19 0,000. 
'Th e ro ll calls were fo r appro v ing pu rch asing a 
v ideo taping mach ine fo r th e sh eriff at a co st o f $2,- 
750; appro priating $2,200 to equ ip th e sh eriff’s su b­ 
statio n at Paw Paw and to appro priate an additio nal 
$9 0,000 fo r th e remo deling o f th e Co u rth o u se. All th e 
mo ney is to co me fro m federal rev enu e sh aring 
fu nds. 
After William Kant, District 1 ch airman o f th e 
G)u nty Serv ices Co mmittee, o ffered a reco mmen­ 
datio n th e co u nty pay $16,500 nex t fiscal y ear o n th e 
so il su rv ey co ntract and it was disco v ered th e fu nds 
co u ld no t co me fro m federal rev enu e sh aring fu nds, 
Ch arles Du nph y , District 1, a stro ng pro po nent o f 
th e so il su rv ey , said “I’ll h av e to take a lo ng lo o k at 
th is if we canno t u se rev enu e sh aring fu nds,’’ Th e 
requ est was referred to th e Finance Co mmittee. 
Th en Ernest No rden, District 1, Finance Co m­ 
mittee ch airman, to ld o f a requ est fro m Elmer Mil­ 
ler, su perv iso r o f assessments, th at a reappraisal o f 
pro perty in th e co u nty be made at an estimated co st 
o f $19 0,000. 
No rden no ted th at J. L. Jaco bs Co . o f Ch icago 
h ad co ndu cted a reappraisal wh ich was co mpleted 
in 1963 at a co st o f $89 ,300, and no ted th e firm h as es­ 
timated th e wo rk wo u ld co st $19 0,000 to day . 
Edward Co nro y , District 3, member o f th e 
Bo ard o f Rev iew, called th e reappraisal “abso lu te 
necessity ,’’ stating th ere is a mo ral o bligatio n fo r 
th e co u nty to h av e an equ itable distribu tio n o f ap­ 
praisals o f pro perty . 
“We o we an accu rate appraisal to th e tax pay ­ 
ers,’’ asserted Co nfro y . 
Herbert Henning, District 3, siding with Co nro y , 
declared “Th e first prio rity o f th e co u nty sh o u ld be 
to h av e an equ itable assessment o f pro perty .” 
He o bserv ed wh en a pereo n bu y s a new h o me 
th e tax es o n th at pro perty go u p, reflecting th e in­ 
creased sales price o v er th e assessed v alu atio n, 
‘“nie nex t-do o r neigh bo r wh o liv es in a h o u se wh ich 


h as abo u t th e same v alu e do es no t get any increase 
in h is tax es and pay s mu ch less th an th e new pu r­ 
ch aser o f th e nex t-do o r h o me,” cited Henning. 
"We mu st make su re th e bills fo r pro grams we 
implement are fairly sh ared by tax pay ers,” h e co n­ 
clu ded. 
Warren Faber, District 2, co mplained th e last 
reappraisal sh o u ld h av e lasted lo nger, estimating 
th e co u nty sh o u ld no t need to h av e ano th er reap­ 
praisal fo r sev en o r eigh t y ears. 
Faber ackno wledged th ere are inequ ities in 
pro perty assessment bu t su ggested co rrecting th ese 
is th e jo b o f th e su perv iso r o f assessments. 
Co nro y defended th e assessment su perv iso r by 
no ting th ere are 23,000 parcels o f pro perty in th e 
co u nty and co ntended th ere is no way h e can be h eld 
respo nsible to make certain th ere are no tax inequ i­ 
ties with th at v o lu me o f assessments. 
Du nph y called fo r a ro ll call v o te, declaring h e 
wo u ld like to get rid o f th e reappraisal idea. 
Do nald Bu rke, District 3, requ ested, if th e v o te 
is to be an "u p o r do wn o f th e reappraisal, I wo u ld 
like to h ear so me mo re discu ssio n." 
Th ere was mo re talk wh ich bro u gh t o u t th at as­ 
sessments in Lee Co u nty are h igh er th an in Ogle 
and Wh iteside Co u nties bu t lo wer th an in Bu reau . 
La Salle and DeKalb Co u nties; 
—Th at th e bill wh ich Go v . Dan Walker is pre­ 
dicted to sign wh ich will dictate pro perty be as­ 
sessed at 33 and l-3rd per cent o f its fair v alu e, will 
redu ce Lee Co u nty assessments by $5 millio n wh ich 
is a redu ctio n o f abo u t two per cent. Th at tax es co l­ 
lectable fo r v ario u s agencies will be redu ced by two 
per cent; 
—Th at go o d land in Lee Ckru nty is assessed at 
$370 per acre plu s $100 per acre fo r impro v ements. 
After Miller ex plained pro perty o wners liv ing 
near Dix o n and near recreatio nal areas, by petitio n, 
can be pro tected fro m th e assessment o f th eir farm 
land being affected by th e nearness to a city o r a 
recreatio nal area, Du nph y with drew h is requ est fo r 
a ro ll call v o te and o n a v o ice v o te th e matter was 
referred to th e Finance Co mmittee.

—Co nsented to name Dr. Do nald Edwards as a 
member o f th e Co u nty Health Bo ard. He replaces 
Dr. Way ne Spenader, wh o resigned. 
—Redu ced th e nu mber o f liqu o r licenses in th e 
co u nty fro m 18 to 17. 
—Agreed to take o v er maintenance o f th e Har­ 
mo n and West Bro o kly n spu rs after th e state h as 
widened and rebu ilt th e ro ads at a co st o f $1.2 mil­ 
lio n.

ect. T-2 was co nv erted into a 
welding lab fo r th e co llege. 
Th o mas Migh ell, general 
co ntracto r, and a representa­ 
tiv e o f No rdstro m and liljegren 
Arch itects, bo th spo ke to th e 
bo ard and answered qu estio ns 
o n th e final ch ange o rder ap­ 
pro v al fo r th e pro ject wh ich 
h ad been deferred fo r th e past 
two bo ard meetings. Bo ard 
members were qu estio ning th e 
fifth ch ange o rder fo r an addi­ 
tio n o f $837 in co sts fo r repair o f 
th e ex isting fire alarm sy stem. 
Th e bo ard h ad qu estio ned th e 
liability o f co sts fo r th e repairs 
after wo rkers fo r Migh ell cu t 
th e sy stem du ring co nstru ctio n. 
Migh ell to ld th e bo ard it was 


no t th eir respo nsibility becau se 
th ere was no plan lo cating th e 
wire in th eir path o f co nstru c­ 
tio n and th ey h ad no way o f 
kno wing th ey wo u ld be cu tting 
th ro u gh th e sy stem. He fu rth er 
to ld th e bo ard ex tra h o u rs h ad 
to be pu t in fo r repairs o f th e 
alarm sy stem, alo ng with th e 
co st o f m aterials and th e 
clamping dev ice to repair th e 
sy stem. Migh ell also ex plained 
to th e bo ard th e co mplete co st 
o f repairing th e alarm sy stem 
wo u ld pro bably h av e ex ceeded 
$1,000, bu t h e h ad no t ch arged 
fo r th e fu ll co st. Th e bo ard later 
af^ro v ed pay ment to th e arch i­ 
tect and general co ntracto r. 
TTie bc« rd decided to talk to 
th e co nsu lting o igineers o n th e 
co nstru ctio n o f th e co llege 
f or 
th eir reco mmendatio n o n an 
arch itect to wo rk o n bu ilding 
repairs.

Today ’s riddle: How is a canning 
lid like a copper penny ? 
Both are round and both are 
made of metal, but the real similari­ 
ty is that both are being stamped out 
by the hundreds of millions and any 
shortag e of either is larg ely artifi­ 
cial. 
To say that is to risk the ire of le­ 
g ions of housewiv es and home g ar­ 
deners who contemplate seeing 
much or perhaps all of the fruits of 
their labors g o to waste for want of 
the simple tin-and-rubber disks and 
who are conv inced that someone is 
ripping them off—-either the home 
canning supply manufacturers hew­ 
ing to g et hig her prices or the food 
industry , hoping for the same thing . 


But as with the penny a few y ears 
ag o, which speculators hoarded in 
anticipation of a dramatic rise in the 
price of copper, the best ev idence is 
that the current shortag e of replace­ 
ment canning lids is simply due to 
too much anticipatory buy ing —call 
it fear and-or g reed. 
It’s true that manufacturers were 
caug ht by surprise last y ear by the 
unex pected demand for canning 
supplies. The Ag riculture Depart­ 
ment estimates that because of ris­ 
ing prices, six million Americans 
tried their hands at home g ardening 
for the first time. 
The 19 7 4 shortag e, howev er, in­ 
v olv ed both Mason jars as well as 
lids. This y ear, plenty of complete 
canning outfits are av ailable; it’s

the minute they hit store shelv es. 
According to cong ressional testi­ 
mony by Nancy Harv ey Steorts, spe­ 
cial assistant to the secretary of ag ­ 
riculture for consumer affairs, the 
department estimated a home can­ 
ning population of 18.6 million in 
19 75. 
Fig uring 100 replacement lids per 
canner, it came up with a projected 
need of close to 1.9 billion lids. (Ac­ 
tually , it would be millions less be­ 
cause home canners entering the 
field for the first time would pur­ 
chase complete canning outfits and 
others would freeze their foods.) 
The department ascertained that 
three manufacturers alone would 
produce ov er 1.5 billion lids and that 
the sev eral other manufacturers in­ 
v olv ed would bring this to about the 
two-billion mark. 
Because of anx iety , howev er, 
home canners started asking for lids 
before they normally would. In Flor­ 
ida and other southern states with 
early canning seasons, tourists 
boug ht up the lids in later winter and 
early spring . 
Many manufacturers are work­ 
ing around the clock, six day s a 
week, and some are working around 
the clock, sev en day s a week. 
“ We truly believ e that if home 
canners buy just the lids they need 
for this season, there would be 
enoug h,’’ say s Mrs. Steorts. ‘"How­ 
ev er, if this hoarding continues, 
there won’t be enoug h no matter how 
many lids are placed on the mar­ 
ket.’’

WASHINGTON (NEA)~ Buried 
in the files at the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare is a 
ty ped document called the Meg a 
Proposal, written in 19 7 2—and still 
in draft form. 
This reporter recently read 
throug h the draft of sev eral hundred 
pag es, with some amazement. For 
this in-house document, written by 
men hig h in the departmait, is both 
sensational and v ag ue in its charg es 
of inefficiency and waste in the mul­ 
tibillion dollar prog rams spawned 
and manag ed by the ag ency . 
It proposes widespread reforms. 
One g roup of 22 authorities would be 
consolidated into six . Another g roup 
of 47 would be slashed to fiv e. And so 
down the line. 
The HEW Secretary , Elliot Rich­ 
ardson, called this “ the most sound­ 
ly conceiv ed, well thoug ht out, and 
far reaching policy initiativ e for 
which 1 hav e ev er been responsi­ 
ble.’’ 
President Ford has correctly pin­ 
pointed the costs y ou and 1 pay in in­ 
efficiency and hig her prices for har- 
rassmg industry with picav une reg ­ 
ulations. 
What’s seldom mentioned by Mr. 
Ford is that our multi-billion health, 
education, welfare and rev enue 
sharing prog rams hav e the same 
waste and ineffectiv eness due to 


ov erreg ulation. 
Yet the Meg a Proposal, so 
strong ly endorsed by Richardson, 
and which attacks these problems in 
detail, died before it was born. 
And no wonder. The document’s 
ty pewritten pag es are replete with 
embarrassing statements like the 
following : 
In fiscal y ear 19 7 1, aid from the 
federal g ov ernment financed 20 per 
cent of state and local g ov ernment 
ex penditures. The aid was distribut­ 
ed throug h 530 categ orical prog rams 
whose admimstrativ e reg ulations, 
elig ibility requirements and sheer 
number serv ed to ov erwhelm public 
officials at all lev els. 
Since 1%1, the number of differ­ 
ent HEW prog rams has tripled. Fed­ 
eral rules and reg ulations for this 
my nad of prog rams are narrow, re­ 
strictiv e and conflicting . Fifty -four 
prog rams ov erlap each other. Thir­ 
ty -six ov erlap prog rams of other de­ 
partments. 
Ty pically , the Vocational Educa­ 
tion Act of 1963 prov ided tor a g ener­ 
al state g rant for v ocational educa­ 
tion prog rams, another state g rant 
for research and training in v oca­ 
tional education, another to finance 
ex emplary prog rams and projects in 
v ocational education, another for 
work-study prog rams tor students in 
v ocational education and still two 
more state g rants in the v ocational

“ Tax es on what we would call 
middle income rang e from 50 per 
cent to 80 per cent. The incentiv e 
to earn, to inv est, to sav e, to ex ­ 
pand IS nearly nonex istent. 
“ Now, ‘socialism’ is a perfect­ 
ly rational theory . But in practice 
it produces econ(Hnic backward­ 
ness. Not ev ery thing about pri­ 
v ate enterprise is sacrosanct. But 
in making reform, let’s not look m 
the wrong direction. The need is 
to release enterprise, not to suffo­ 
cate it.’’ 
I wish y ou could g o to v isit Red 
China and Russia to see socialism 
(communism) in action. Since 
Kissing er (Henry , U.S. Secretary 
of State), seems so eag er to g iv e 


in to the Russians, y ou may g et a 
chance to ex perience that form of 
g ov ernment here. 1 look at our 
bountiful crops maturing and 
wonder what those same fields 
would look like under communist 
domination with both incentiv e 
and, most of the farmers with 
know-how and ambition, hav ing 
been killed. 
1 must g et back to my tree en­ 
terprise project. Free Enterprise 
only works if 1 do. 1 hav e to plan 
my projects and carry them out. 
Undersocialism, 
ev ery thing 
would be forced on me—1 mig ht 
be one of the old ladies pushing a 
broom on the street as in Russia 
and China. You mig ht be doing 
work hig hly distasteful to y ou, but 
believ e me y ou’d be doing it like it 
or not or y ou wouldn’t eat. “ His- 
torv teaches us that it teaches 
nothing ,’’—You, too, hav e ig ­ 
nored some lessons.

Neither federal nor state and lo­ 
cal resources can be shifted from 
one narrow authority to another 
when the need arises. 
Prohibitions ag ainst joint funding 
or fund transfers make broad at­ 
tacks on broad problems ex tremely 
difficult. 
Medicare is upside down insur­ 
ance, prov iding for the ev ery day ex ­ 
penses, but with wide loopholes in 
catastrophic illness cov erag e. Man­ 
power prog rams are not well-targ et­ 
ed. Their purposes are not alway s 
clear. The needs are not alway s jus­ 
tifiable. 
The prog rams are sometimes 
counterproductiv e. The hundreds of 
thousands of unemploy ed teachers 
are a dramatic ex ample that g ov ­ 
ernment prog rams to meet desired 
manpower lev els by increasing the 
supply of teachers was misdirected. 
'rwo former HEW officials asso­ 
ciated with the Meg a Proposal are 
now professors—J ohn M. Seidle is at 
the Stanford Business School and 
Laurence E. Ly nn J r., is at Harv ard 
Univ ersity . To the surprise and dis­ 
comfiture of at least some officials 
at HEW, they ’re now circulating the 
g uts of the document 2^-y ears later, 
something which the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare has 
y et to do. 


REFLECTIONS— The Green 
Rev olution which was to help dev el­ 
oping nations of the Third World be­ 
come self-sufficient for food and fi­ 
ber and to g iv e more assurance the 
world will be able to feed its bur­ 
g eoning population has been lan­ 
g uishing . 
The success of the Green Rev olu­ 
tion has taken on another aspect in 
the United States since the break­ 
throug h sale of feed g rain to Russia 
in 19 7 2 which kicked off sky rocket­ 
ing food prices in the U.S. 
This project which in the 19 60s 
was launched with hig h hopes that 
farmers in dev eloping countries who 
were using primitiv e methods and 
hand powered tools could increase 
their y ields many fold by adopting 
modem ag ricultural practices and 
use of power machinery . 
The dev eloping country farmer 
was thoug ht to hav e in store the 
same increased or more productiv e 
y ields than U.S. farmer ex perienced 
when that industry adopted use of 
improv ed seed, fertilizer, and power 
equipment. 
What had been hoped has not 
come to pass. 
In the many countries where 
abundant fertile land ex ists and 
which hav e the hig hest birth rates in 
the world, there has been little in­ 
crease in ag ricultural production 
and little decrease in the baby crop. 
The Foreig n Ag ricultural Serv ice 
of the United States Department of 
Ag riculture recently soug ht to find 
out what happened to the hig h hopes 
of the Green Rev olution which now 
seem to hav e been only an empty 
pipe dream. 
They found it was not bad weath­ 
er, lack of know-how or hav ing no 
fertilizer, but that the g ov ernment 
policies of the dev eloping nations 
are the g reatest deterrents to hav ing 


increased ag ricultural y ields. 
Readers will be familiar with the 
g ov ernmental policies which hav e 
hampered increased ag ricultural 
y ields in the dev eloping countries 
since all of them hav e been tried by 
our own g ov ernment. 
First, price controls— When 
some products are in short supply , 
some countries fix producer selling 
prices or consumer retail prices in 
order to make food distribution 
more ^uitable. 
This alway s sounds fine but when 
prices are set below the cost which 
would be determined by supply and 
demand, inev itably production de­ 
clines. Farmers feel they hav e noth­ 
ing to g ain by ex panding production. 
Noncompetitiv e buy ing * is anoth­ 
er g ov ernmental policy found by the 
USDA probers which is a v ariation 
of the support price prog ram in the 
U.S. which was used for 40 y ears 
throug h commodity loans and which 
was abandoned in 19 7 1. 
In the dev eloping countries in 
which the prog ram is used the g ov ­ 
ernment is the only purchaser of ag ­ 
ricultural production. This g uaran­ 
tees consumer supplies and earns 
rev enues, but when the price paid is 
less than the g oing market price, 
farmers are discourag ed from 
g rowing more and in the end con­ 
sumers pay hig her prices for limited 
supplies of food. 
The U.S.* prog ram was not to in­ 
crease production but one to assure 
farmers g ot a *“ fair’’ share of the 
consumer dollar. It will be recalled 
to keep the prog ram g oing in the 
19 50s it became necessary for the 
g ov ernment to pay farmers to hold 
land from production. 
This is just what dev eloping 
countries do not need if they are to 
achiev e any semblance of self-suffi­ 
ciency in feeding their peculations 


and achiev ing economic stable g ov ­ 
ernments. 
Ex port controls and e i^ r t tax es 
is another practice found in dev elop­ 
ing nations which posts a barrier to 
free trade, these policies can result 
in lost ex port markets. 
The USDA researchers found 22 
dev eloping nations imposed ex port 
tax es at the time of the surv ey and 
noted this drov e up costs to foreig n 
buy ers who then soug ht for other 
sources which would offer g oods for 
lower prices. 
None of us likes to pay hig her 
prices for any thing . Food costs s^ m 
to us consumers to be v ery hig h rig ht 
now. The proposed sale of g rain to 
Russia may increase some prices we 
pay for g roceries. 
Howev er, the way out is not to at­ 
tempt to block foreig n trade in ag ri­ 
cultural commodities as some are 
attempting to do. 
What most of us do not realize is 
we were pay ing a hig her price for 
g roceries all along than we thoug ht, 
because part of the tax es we paid 
went to finance the g ov ernment’s 
subsidy of the ag ricultural industry . 
The problem is since the subsi­ 
dies hav e g one off of practically ev ­ 
ery ag ricultural commodity our tax ­ 
es hav e not g one down and the prices 
we pay for food hav e g one up. 
As alway s, the g ov ernment has 
found another use for the money we 
paid which one time went to prov ide 
ag ricultural suteidies, but it has 
nev er occurred to the g eniuses we 
send to Washing ton to cut our tax es 
by the amount of the former ag sub­ 
sidies. 
Back to the dev eloping countries, 
some were found who restricted 
farm sizes and land tenure and cred­ 
it. This seems incredible, ex cept 
that it has also happened in the U.S. 
R. H. N.

It has arriv ed on my desk in a 
pile of missiv es less precious, hand­ 
written, partly printed. It is a note of 
ex traordinary pathos y et, thoug h the 
word is much abused and thus dim­ 
inished in a World that uses it self­ 
ishly , courag e. 
Courag e. 
Ms. Rail—I am unaware if she 
ev er married, I know nothing of her 
sav e this letter—introduces herself 
as a resident of Crescrait City , Calif. 
Fifty -nine y ears old. And dy ing of 
cancer. 
“ Three weeks ag o,’’ she writes, 
“ 1 was g iv en a diag nosis of massisv e 
bronchiog emc carcinoma of the lef t 
lung . The diag n(» is found unani­ 
mous ag reement. It was the desire 
of the specialist to hospitalize me 
immediately and institute an elabo­ 
rate prog ram of treatments which 
he felt would g iv e me a chance of liv ­ 
ing tor from six to eig hteen months 
long er than I will liv e any way . I re­ 
fused treatment. 1 would like y ou to 
know the reasons why .’’ 
Can there be reasons tor one to 
elect to liv e a shorter time? Ms. Rail 
say s money , of course, the lack of it, 
is one. “ I object to the time, money 
and effort that are often spent in this 
country to keep terminal patients 
aliv e, sometimes in ag ony or in a 
state of unconsciousness. The bills in 
these cases are occasionally known 
to run into tl4 hundreds of thousands 


of dollars. 1 am not able to personal­ 
ly afford hospitalization of this di­ 
mension.’’ 
Her bill could be paid, she adds, 
throug h medical insurance, but only 
thereby at the ex pense <rf others. 
“ When sums such as |30,(XX) are paid 
by insurance companies for sing le 
indiv iduals, the rates g o up for ev ­ 
ery one and can bring serious hard­ 
ship to poorer working class families 
with children.’’ 
But there is another reason, she 
c(Nitinues, for choosing to die with 
g race and dig nity , and it has to do, for 
her, with a seldom mentioned facet 
of the American psy cholog y : the ar­ 
rog ant national predUection for put­ 
ting the welf are of our citizens ov er 
the welfare of p ^ l e elsewhere. Ms. 
Rail raises the issue, as follows, in 
protest, one mig ht say in this case in 
ultimate protest : 
“ At the time of World War II the 
United States g arnered a rich herit­ 
ag e of bnlliant scientif ic minds and 
artistic talent when we permitted 
immig ration of J ews and others 
from Hitlenan Europe. That was 
one matter. The present “ BRAIN 
DRAIN’’ is a v ery different one. I 
object v ery strong ly to the U.S. im­ 
mig ration policy which g iv es prefer­ 
ence to those hig hly skilled immi­ 
g rants whose coming here consti­ 
tutes serious problems in their 
homelands. 
“ According to a report by the 
United Nations in 19 7 ^ the U.S. in 
19 7 0, permitted the immig ration of 


3,141 doctors and scientists from In­ 
dia alone. This was estimated as 
representing a g ain to the U.S. of 
$9 00 million for that y ear alone. Nat­ 
urally , it also represented a much 
g reater momentary and creativ e 
loss for India. 1 believ e these facts 
are abhorrent. 
“ 1 feel that the most rudimentary 
decency requires that acceptance of 
immig ration of trained profession­ 
als from the dev eloping countries be 
terminated at once by the U.S. To 
permit an inf lux of trained and tal- 
aited people from countries where 
their serv ices are sorely needed by 
populations far less priv ileg ed than 
America’s is in direct opposition to 
our founding pnnciples.” 
And so, concludes the writer, “ 1 
fmd that 1 definitely do not wish to 
hav e larg e amounts of money nor 
the time of medical ex perts spent in 
the g amble to prolong my life. There 
are far too many better thing s to be 
done with the money and ex pertise.’’ 
Courag e? As mentioned before, 
we dilute the word in apphcation to 
politicians and athletes. It should be 
reserv ed for better occasions, and 
people. Unfortunately in Phy llis 
Rail’s case, it can now only be ap­ 
plied to her in the past tense. Her let­ 
ter, which just recently arriv ed, was 
postmarked Nov . 27 from Califta-nia. 
Somehow it’s been lost th€ ^ months 
in the mg il. 
She has since died, her family 
say s. 
But her way .

CASE E-638: Eugene Worrel 
and his beautiful wife enter­ 
tained me when I was speaking 
for his newspapers about 15 
years ago, down in Bristol, 
Tenn. 


After my evening address, I 
sat around and visited for a 
couple of hours before going to 
bed. 


That night, I began to develop 
what seemed to be an attack 
the flu, but my windpipe and 
bronchial tubes felt as if they 
were seared by raw flames! 


Never before nor since have I 
ever felt as if I were dying, but 1 
lay awake much of that night, 
wondering if I’d live till morn­ 
ing. 
And it wasn’t that I was in 
any special pain, but I just had 
a strange “ all-gcme” sensation. 
My plane was due to leave 
early next morning, so I caught 
it and then slumped down 
against the cabin window. 
A stewardess brought me a 
blanket, for I had a tempera­ 
ture of a couple of degrees. 
Dozing off, I must have slept 
till we started descending at 
Midway Airport here in Chi­ 
cago about 4 p.m. 
Taking a taxicab, I rode 
across town to our home along 
the lake in the Windsor Park 
area. 
Mrs. Crane met me at the 
door and saw I was ill, so she 
urged me to go to bed at once, 
which I planned to do. 
But the phone rang just then 
and Dr. Andrew C. Ivy asked if 
he could come over to see me at 
7 o’clock. 
Well, I learned that he had 
been suffering from flu all week 
and was even then sitting in his 
pajamas and robe, so I told him 
I was dressed and would come 
over to his house at 7 o’clock. 
It was then 4:M in the after­ 
noon, so I debated whether to go 
to b ^ for a couple of hours and 
then get dressed to go over to 
Dr. Ivy’s. 
Instead, I determined to stay 
awake, so riffled through my 
a(x;umulated mail and had a 
bite to eat about 6 p.m. 
Since my car was at the 
garage getting some repairs. I 
called a taxi, and rode the mile 
to Dr. Ivy’s bungalow home. 
Paying the cab driver, 1 
tum ^ and walked up the steps 
to his front door. 
It had an old-fashioned 
knocker, so I reached up to u se 
it when all of a sudden, here 
were TWO knockers, exactly 
alike! 
TTiinking maybe a film over 
(me eye might have caused this 
double vision, I rubbed my 
eyes, but the knocker still was 
(louble. 
In fact, I had to feel to find 
which was the real knocker and 
which was false. 
All during my visit with Dr. 
Ivy, he also appeared double, 
with the coloring so exact that I 
had to close one eye to see 
which was the real Dr. Ivy. 
Since then, I have had a para­ 
lyzed lateral muscle of my left 
eye, and am now cross-eyed, 
due apparently to absorption of 
toxins from my severe chest 
flu of the night before while in 
Bristol, Tenn. 
Eye experts at Chicago and 
Indiana University Medical 
Schools checked and double 
checked me for the next year, 
as well as dental professors 
who thought maybe my para­ 
lyzed eye was due to an infected 
tooth. 
One ophthalmology professor 
said he had had a farmer de­ 
velop an apparent toxic diplo­ 
pia like mine after a case of 
shingles but six months later he 
recovered. 
Alas, my eye has remained 
paralyzed, so beware of toxins!

DEAR DR. LAMB — I was 
told by one doctor that I had 
nephritis, but my current doc­ 
tor said that I didn’t. Just ex­ 
actly what is nephritis? How 
can you really tell if you have 
it? Is it serious? 
I also have a problem with 
fallen kidneys. Is it serious, and 
is there any way to improve this 
condition? My backache just 
seem to be getting worse and 
worse. 
D EAR REA D ER — The 
kidney is made up of small 
units that filter the blood and 
collect the urine that is filtered 
out. TTiese small units are 
called nephrons. The study of 
kidney problems is sometimes 
called nephrolc^y. When the 
nephrons are inflamed from 
any cause the condition is 
called nephritis. 
The inflammation can be 
from a germ (infection) or it 
can be from a chemical or 
allergic reaction. One of the 
common forms of nephritis in 
children is a type of allergic 
reaction to a previous strep 
throat. The strep infection do^ 
not infect the kidney, but the 
body’s reaction to the strep in­ 
fection sets off an allergic-like 
reaction involving our immune

th at 
in fiamp s 
th e kidnev tissue to stuay und 
system that inflames the 
kidney. In this sense the 
kidney damage is comparable 
to the heart damage that occurs 
from rheumatic fever after a 
strep throat. 
An infection of the central 
collecting area of the kidney 
may also involve the delicate 
nephrons 
and 
is 
called 
pyleonephritis. A variety of 
germs may be involved here. 
You can get a pretty good 
idea of the presence or absence 
of nephritis by examining the 
urine. X rays of the kidneys, in­ 
cluding dye studies to see how 
they filter the blood and collect 
urine, are sometimes helpful. 
In some cases it is necessary to 
use a special needle and 
'remove a small needleful of 


kidney tissue to study under a 
microscope to define just what, 
if anything, is wrong with the 
kidney. 
Since the term nephritis in­ 
cludes a lot of different dis­ 
eases, its significance really 
depends on which one of these 
diseases is present and how 
badly damaged the kidney is, if 
at al. A transitory kidney infec­ 
tion may not leave any impor­ 
tant residual damage, or it can 
leave severe damage. One way 
of telling the degree of damage 
is by kidney function tests that 
measure the capacity of the 
kidney to filter the blood 
properly and to concentrate 
and to dilute urine for proper 
water balance. It is a whole 
speciality in itself. 


Fallen kidneys is something 
different. A major drop in the 
kidney l(x:ation may not be im­ 
portant. In some people when 
they stand up one or both 
kidneys may fall down in such 
a way as to cause a kiiik in the 
ureter tube that drains urine 
from the kidney to the bladder. 
The kinked tube can cause a 
buildup of pressure in the 
kidney from collected urine and 
lead to back pain and other 
symptoms. Wl\en it is a major 
problem the kidney can be sur­ 
gically tacked up so it can’t fall 
down. 
Last, while kidney disease 
can cause back pain there are 
many other causes of back 
pain.

Bicycles have ' rules of the road' too 


Bicycling is a popular sport 
and a cheap way of travel. 
Learn and follow the “ Rules 
of the Road’’ when riding your 
bicycle. They’ll help get you 
where you’re going quickly and 
safely. 
Ordie Hogsett, University of 
Illinois Extension safety spe­ 
cialist, outlines these rules as 
follows: 
--Drive cm the right edge of 
the road. But when walking the 
bike, use the left side. 
—Obey all traffic rules just 
like other drivers. Lights, stop 
signs, and “ no-U-tum” signs 
are meant for bicyclists too. 
speed roads. Bikes are prohibit- 
—Give hand signals to show 
what you’re going to do. Do it 
well in advance of stopping or 
turning. 
—Always ride single. An ex­ 
tra person makes it harder to 
t^ lance, see, steer, and stop. 
—Avoid crowdeid and high­ 
speed roads. Bikes are prlhibit- 
^ from many highways. Use 
bike paths when possible. 
—Provide your own power. 
Never hitch on to a truck, car, 
or bus. It’s a good way to get 
hurt. 
—Look out for pedestrians 
They have the right of way. And 
in many places, sidewalk riding 
is illegal. 
—Keep hands on handlebars 
except when signaling. “ Look 
ma—no han(te" spells danger 
(XT busy streets 
—Travel single file when 
you’re riding with a group 


Don’t pass unless you can see 
that it is safe. Check ahead and 
behind you. 
—W alk your bike across 
curbs and busy intersections. 
Also walk when making left 
turns on busy streets. 
—Drive in a straight line. 


Cutting in and out of traffic is 
dangerous and car drivers 
can’t always see you. 
—Register and license your 
bike. In most places, this is not 
a law, but registering can help 
get your bike back if it’s lost or 
stolen.

Tiny valve d elays Viking Mars launch 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(A P) — Technicians are replac­ 
ing a sticky valve on a Titan 3- 
E Centaur rocket that forced a 
three-day delay in the launch to 
Mars of America’s twin Viking 
spacecraft. 
The blastoff of the first 
spacecraft was postpcmed Mon­ 
day after a last-minute test 
showed a valve about the size 
of a silver dollar was stuck in 
an open position. The launch 
was rescheduled for 5:08 p.m. 
EDT Thursday. 
The valve is one of 24 which 
ring the inside of the rocket 


nozzle of each of two solid-fuel 
engines which serve as the first 
stage of the launch vehicle. 
The chemical nitrogen tetro- 
xide is squirted through Uie 
valves under high pressure to 
deflect the exhaust flame and 
steer the rocket. 
Kennedy Space Center offi­ 
cials said they will not know 
what caused the malfunction 
until the valve is removed, a 
process which requires draining 
of pressurized tanks containing 
the nitrogen tetroxide. 
The 72-hour postponement 
will force a similar delay in the 


launch of a Viking sister ship 
because workers need 1 0 days 
between shots to prepare. The 
launch of the second Viking 
was reset for Aug. 2 1. 
Meanwhile, Robert Kraemer, 
director of planetary programs 
for the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, dis­ 
count^ speculation by a Brit­ 
ish space expert that Russia 
could try to upstage the U.S. ef­ 
fort to land on Mars Ju ly 4, 
1976, the 200th anniversary of 
American independence. 
Kenneth Gatland, president of 
the 
British 
Inteiplanetary 
Society, said the Russians could 
launch a faster vriiicle in mid- 
September and get to Mars 
ahead of the U nit^ States. 
“ The Russians have tried 
most desperately to get some­ 
thing to Mars that works,’’ Gat­ 
land said. “ TTiey have spent 
millions on the eHort and it is 
inconceivable that they should* 


give up now.’ 
But Kraemer said NASA offi­ 
cials learned through informal 
channels that the Soviets do not 
intend to launch a probe to 
Mars this year. 
“ What Gatland says is theo­ 
retically possible,’’ Kraemer 
said. “ They could fly a smaller 
probe and get there faster. But 
I doubt if they would send a 
simple probe.’’

This leg islation prov ides ben efits to v eteran s who 
hav e disabilities which are n ot con n ected to their military 
serv ice. For the pu rposes of the law, an y on e 65 y ears of 
ag e or older is con sidered disabled. (Person s who hav e 
serv ice-con n ected disabilities,' ex cept those who serv ed 
less than 90 day s, are cov ered by separate leg islation an d 
are n ot in clu d^ in this qu estion .) Pen sion s are also paid 
to widows of elig ible v eteran s. 
In order to receiv e a pen sion from the VA, the v eteran 
or his widow mu st meet certain in come stan dards. A sin ­ 
g le v eteran may hav e u p to $3,000 a y ear in in come, an d a 
v eteran with depen den ts may hav e u p to $4,200 a y ear in 
in come an d still qu alify for a pen sion . The same fig u res 
apply to sin g le widows an d widows with depen den ts. 
Here’s a n ote of cau tion : on ly 90 per cen t of Social Secu rity 
ben efits is cou n ted as person al in come by the Veteran s 
Admin istration . Therefore, some people may hav e in ­ 
comes slig htly hig her than $3,000 an d $4,200 an d still qu ali­ 
fy for ben efits. 
'The amou n t of the pen sion s v aries from a low of $14 
per mon th to a hig h of $182 for v eteran s with depen den ts, 
an d from $5 to $160 a mon th for sin g le v eteran s. Addition al 
pay men ts are made to v eteran s an d widows who are con ­ 
sidered to be in n eed of “special aid an d atten dan ce.’’ 
That in clu des certain hou sebou n d in div idu als as well as 
those who are patien ts in n u rsin g homes. 
In order to qu alify , a widow mu st hav e married a v et­ 
eran at least a y ear prior to his death, u n less a child re­ 
su lted from the marriag e. There is n o su ch time requ ire­ 
men t, howev er, for widows of Vietn am v eteran s. VA pen ­ 
sion s are also paid to certain children of deceased v eter­ 
an s who are u n married an d u n der 18—or u n der 23 if they 
are atten din g a VA-approv ed school. 
A separate pen sion schedu le ai^lies to v eteran s of the 
Span ish-American war an d their widows.

It is an ex cellen t time 
to ex plore the n eeds of the commu n ity , particu larly those 
of older citizen s, an d to dev elop projects to an swer those 
n eeds. In the Bicen ten n ial y ear there will be an abu n ­ 
dan ce of hu man en erg y lookin g to attach itself to a worth­ 
while cau se. Some of this en erg y cou ld be chan n eled 
toward an effort to make sen iors aware of the fu ll ran g e of 
g ov ern men t serv ices an d prog rams av ailable to them. 
The Bicen ten n ial Commission pu blishes a n ewsletter 
an d will also help pu blicize g rou p ev en ts in v ariou s parts 
of the state.

To dispel su spicion s, Kopacek 
an d his boss, Ron Ig n atiu s, said 
they hooked an eig ht-in ch by 
fou r-in ch plastic-cov ered tray 
of 14 silicon e cells to a stan d­ 
ard-sized portable radio. 
The radio was placed ou tside 
the ten t, an d v isitors qu ickly 
fou n d they cou ld shu t the radio 
off merely by blockin g the su n 
from the tray with their han d. 
“They see it bu t they don ’t 
believ e it,” Ig n atiu s said. 
Kopacek remov ed the tab 
which cov ers the battery com­ 
partmen t of the radio. It was 
empty . 


“We’re n ot here try in g to sell 
the cells,” Kopacek said. “We 
try to stress that these thin g s 
are n ot cheap.” 
A 12-in ch by 18-in ch pan el of 
silicon e cells collects the en er­ 
g y n eeded to ru n the telev ision , 
the ten t radio an d the flou res- 
cen t lig ht. 
The pan el carries price tag of 
abou t $300 an d can on ly pro­ 
du ce fiv e watts of electricity , 
Kopacek said. 
The cell-created en erg y is 
wired in to an au to battery , 
where it is stored for later 
demon stration s—an d for emer­ 
g en cies. 
“The cells don ’t work at 
n ig ht when the su n is down , 
an d they produ ce less en erg y 


when clou ds cov er the su n ,” 
Kopacek said. “You hav e to 
store the en erg y if y ou wan t to 
u se it after dark.” 
Accordin g to Kopacek’s esti­ 
mate, it will be fiv e y ears be­ 
fore su ch dev ices will be av ail­ 
able at reason able cost to per­ 
son s who mig ht like to take 
them alon g , for ex ample, on a 
campin g trip. 
The silicon e solar cells were 
pu t to g ood u se Satu rday when 
a power failu re cau sed the 
lig hts in the ten t an d elsewhere 
on the fairg rou n ds to g o ou t for 
abou t 15 min u tes.

Or to say to a 
rookie who has dreamed of 
jam-packed stadia and Super 
Bowl glory that he just doesn’t 
have what it takes to cut it in 
the pros. 
Monday nights are sleepless 
ones in the pro football training 
cam[^. For every Joe Namath 
or O.J. Simpson, secure in his 
stardom, there are many like 
Doug Cunningham and Tim 
Paulus, aching to hang on. 
One week from today the ros­ 
ter limit goes to 55, then to 49 
by Sept. 2 and 46 by Sept. 9 . 
TTie final cut is to 43 by Sept. 
15. 
Today’s cuts are based on 
three weeks of training camp 
and, in most cases, just one ex­ 
hibition game. It’s not much on 
which to make decisitms that 
will end men’s careers, and the 
fringe prospects know they’ve 
got to take advantage of even 
the slightest opportunity. 
One who did just that was 
Bob Hammtmd of the New 
York 
Giants. 
An 
unknown 
rookie from Morgan State, 
Hammond was near the bottom 
of a list of 10 running backs 
fighting for six roster sp< ^. 
But 
in 
Sunday’s exhibition 
game against New England, he 
ran back a kickoff 44 yards; he 
caught a pass for 25 yards; he 
gained 31 yards on six carries, 
and he scfxred the go-ahead 
touchdown in a 28-14 victory.

Three stars discuss art of hitting

“ All You’ve Ever Wanted to 
Know About Hitting,” is a col­ 
lection of theories by three of 
baseball’s top stars who can’t 
agree on much of anything 
about the science of hitting. 
Cincinnati’s Pete Rose, Bos­ 
ton’s Carl Yastrzemski and 
Minnesota’s Rod Carew have 
one thing in common—they bat 
left-handed, although ^s e does 
that only part of the time. 
Despite their different philo­ 
sophies they already have ac­ 
counted for 10 batting titles, 
and Carew is a cinch to make 
it 11 when he notches his fourth 
straight crown and the fifth of 
his career this year. 
“ 1 liked it better when the

mound was high,” said Yastr­ 
zemski, who is 12 days short of 
his 36th birthday. “ A guy my 
size can’t supply the power to 
hit home runs, and a pitcher 
had more on the ball when the 
mound was higher.” 
Yastrzemski has w(xi three 
American 
League 
batting 
championships with one includ­ 
ed in his 1967 Triple Crown 
when he also led the AL in 
home runs and runs batted in. 
“ I’ve always felt that if 
you’re not hitting, then it’s up 
to a guy to do something about 
it,” Yaz said. “ And, on the oth­ 
er hand, when you’re swinging 
well, you could care less who is 
pitching.” 
Rose believes the National 
League’s artificial surfaces are 
widely misunderstood and that 
relief pitching has taken away 
a lot from the game’s hitters. 
“The relief pitching is almost 
getting ridiculous,” said Rose, 
a three-time ve king. “ Some 
guy making 160,000 a year 
comes in and gets two guys out 
and then another guy comes 
in—he’s probably making 170,- 
000—and gets another guy out, 
and most likely its the number 
eight or nine hitter.” 
The 33-year-old Rose entered 
the 1975 season with a .309 life­ 
time batting average and has 
had more than 200 hits six 
times in his career, including 
three years in succession. 
“ In 1973, when I got 230 hits, 
1 was the only guy on our team 
who had much success at Riv­ 
erfront Stadium,” said Rose. “ I 
roally think people are misled

about the turf. Some turf is 
beneficial. I’d say dirt and turf 
are good for a hitter. St Louis, 
Pittsburgh and Houston are 
good hitting parks” 
Carew, who has the highest 
lifetime batting average among 
active players in the major 
leagues, and the switch-hitting 
Rose are net power hitters like 
Yastrzemski. 
“ Why try to do something 
you’re not cut out to do,” says 
Carew. “ I am ncH the kind of 
hitter who hits a lot of home 
runs, but 1 can make a good 
living 
hitting 
and 
stealing 
bases.” 
Carew, at 29 the youngest of 
the trio, says the World Series 
is his only goal Yastrzemski 
and Rose already have b^n in 


World Series competition. 
“ I’ve done about everything 
else,” said the Minnesota sec- 
(Mid 
baseman. 
“The 
World 
Series is the big apple that’s 
left for me.” 
Yastrzemski says Carew is 
the best hitter in the game to­ 
day and Rose tends to agree, 
although he hasn’t had many 
opportiuiities to see the Twins' 
slasher. 
“ Carew must be something 
from what I’ve seen and heard 
of him,” said Rose “ I know he 
gets the most out of what he’s 
got and he’s a great bunter.” 
All three have a strong 
chance to get 3,000 hits before 
stepping aside. 
Yastrzemski started the sea­ 
son with 2,267 hits and 303 
home runs 
“ I won’t count myself out,” 
said Yastrzemski “ Age isn’t as 
important as a lot of people 
make it out to be.” 
The Red Sox slugger also 
wants to play in another World 
Series, preferably this fall and 
perhaps across the chalklines 
from Rose, who wants to be re­ 
membered as the game’s best 
switch-hitter 
“ I think 2,880 hits is the 
record for a switch-hitter,” said 
RcMie, who entered this year 
with 2,337 base hits 
Carew still has a long road 
ahead for 3,000 hits, but he

No ruling on wealth sharing 


CHICACJO (AP) — Faced 
with a controversial proposal to 
redistribute television revenues, 
officials of the National Colle­ 
giate Athletic Association have 
begun considering ways to re­ 
duce the cost of college athlet­ 
ics. 
The council met 
Monday 
without ruling on a proposal by 
Dr. Stephen Horn, president of 
Long Beach State (College, that 
major football powers share 
their television w’ealth with the 
less affluent. 
Horn said at a press confer­ 
ence Monday in Los Angeles 
that, “ Only 10 per cent of the 
major colleges are making 
money from their football pro­ 
grams, and the rest of the 


schools are not breaking even. 
“ If the big 30 schools want to 
have 
professional 
football 
teams,’’ Horn said, “ then let’s 
quit the Mickey Mouse and 
fund these pro teams and let 
them be farm teams to the 
NFL.’’ 
Horn’s resolution asks that 50 
per cent of TV revenues go to 
Division I schools, the major 
independents and conference 
members. Division II schools 
would get 25 per cent and Divi­ 
sion III schools, the smallest in 
the NCAA, would get 25 per 
cent. There are 238 schools in 
Division 1, 185 in Division II 
and 280 in Division III. 
The 
council 
is 
weeding 
through 73 resolutions, all deal­ 


ing with the financial status of 
athletic programs, to be consid­ 
ered by the NCAA’s Special 
Convention Thursday and Fri­ 
day meeting in Chicago. 
The first resolution calls for 
an outright ban on athletic 
scholarships, 
though

It is that time of year when II- 
linws farm ers have done every­ 
thing they can for this year’s 
crops — except worry. From 
now (Ml, weather w ill determine 
what happens. 
As always, there are some 
trouble spots where hail or 
damaging winds and thunder- 
st(Mrms have created problems 
for individual farmers. And 
there are some reports of mois­ 
ture shortages. But a continu­ 
ation of warm temperatures 
along with adequate moisture 
w ill have Illinois grain bins 
overflowing this fall. 
Here’s the way University of 
Illinois area agronomists and 
ciMinty Extension advisers re­ 
port crop and weather condi­ 
tions throughout the state on 
Ju ly 30: 
“ Crops are generally in good 
shape in Southern Illinois,” 
says Frank Zajicek, U. of I. 
area agronomist at 
Brown- 
stown. “ However, some areas 
are now in need of moisture as 
rainfall has been scattered. The 
ground is hard, but it’s no real 
problem yet.” 
Com is in the late tasseUng 
stage and seed fill is starting, 
says Zajicek. But the crop w ill 
definitely need additional rain 
to carry it through the season. 
Soybi^ns seem to be less 
affected by the moisture situ- 
aticMi, observes Zajicek. The 
middle of the rows are now 
shaded, helping hold what 
moisture there is in Uie ground. 
Most of the beans are now be­ 
ginning to set pods. 
“ Double-cropped 
soybeans 
look good,” says Zajicek. 
“ Most were planted by Ju ly I, 
got some rains, and are grow­ 
ing nicely. There were a few 
fields planted as late as last 


week and their prospects are 
not favorable. They need rain 
and could be hurt by frost this 
fa ll.” 
Corn and soybeans have been 
free of insects, reports Zajicek. 
However, leafh(^per damage 
has reduced yields of some se- 
ccmd cuttings of alfalfa. 
“ I ’ve never seen crops look 
better than they do this year in 
east-central Illinois,” says Les 
Boone, U. of I. area agronomist 
at Urbana-Champaign. “ I keep 
expecting som ething to go 
wr(wig, but growing conditions 
continue to be almost ideal with 
regular 
rains 
and 
warm 
temperatures.” 
Com has finished pollinating 
and much of the crop is now in 
the dough stage, says Boone. 
Most corn is taller than normal 
because of the g(x>d season, but 
this should p<^ no problems 
unless conditions that favor 
lodging develop in the fall. 
“ Soybeans also look great 
with early varieties already 
podded all the way to the top,” 
says Bixine. “ Many fields are 
over wiast high and some farm ­ 
ers are expecting their highest 
yields ever.” 
There is already lodging (or 
sagging) in beans because of 
their height and it’s difficult to 
walk between rows in some 
fields without getting your feet 
tangled, reports Boone. How­ 
ever, this is a normal condition 
and should not affect yields. 
There are some scattered 
leaf diseases in soybean fields 
but nothing of an epidemic 
proportion, observes Boone. 
Corn damaged by root worms 
early in the growing season 
seems to have redeveloped 
strong root systems and is now 
doing alright — thaiUcs to the

“ As of 
today,

points toward record crops in 
this area,” says Boone. “ We’ve 
had plenty of rain and soil 
moisture levels are adequate. 
But as all farm ers know, we 
d cMi’t have a crop until it’s safe­ 
ly harvested.” 
“ It’s dry in Adams County 
and the situation is critical,” 
says Ron Dedert, Extension ad­ 
viser. “ I ’d predict corn and 
soybean yields have already 
been reduced by 10 to 15 per 
cent in the area.” 
Corn is firing and soybeans 
have been standing still for the 
last month, says D ^ert. Beans 
are blooming and setting pods, 
but the pods are not filling as 
they should be. Most com is in 
the early m ilk stage, although 
later planted corn is s till 
pollinating. 
“ What we need is rain and we 
need it today,” says Dedert. “ If 
we don’t get it, what started out 
as a promising crop season w ill 
turn into a disaster.” 
“ Crops look very promising 
in Fulton County and yields are 
almost certain to be above 
average,” says Leo Sharp, Ex ­ 
tension adviser. “ There were 
scattered areas in need of rain 
prior to the tornado which 
struck Canton last week, but 
that storm brought am ple 
amounts of moisture with it.’’ 
Wheat harvest is complete 
and Reynolds says yield reports 
ranged from 34 to 72 bushels per 
acre. Most averaged between 
40 and 45 bushels. Oat harvest is 
expected to begin next week. 
“ Crops look excellent in 
Whiteside County, and, as of 
now, yield prospects look 
good,” says Fred Tincher, Ex­ 
tension adviser. “ We had an 
inch and a half of rain last week 
and warm temperatures are 
continuing to boost our crops 
along.”
